THE TRAIN ROBBERY. 


Large Reward Offered for the Cap- 
ture of the Cowboys. 


The Band Believed to Have Made for the 
San Bernardino Mountains, Arizona 
—Sixty Men on Their Trail. 


San Francisco, Nov. 26.—The railroad 
officials have telegraphed from here offer- 
ing $2,000 for the capture of each of the 
cowboys who robbed the train near Gage 

Station, on Saturday last, and $10,000 
for the capture of the whole party. 


The amount is divided between the rail- 
road and express companies. Further 
particulars received here state that the 
robbers are believed to have made for the 
San Bernardino mountains in Cochise 
county, Arizona. General Crook has or- 
dered a company of cavalry to be sent 
out in pursuit from Fort Bayard and Fort 
Hugchuca. The robbers did not molest 
the passengers, and the shooting of En- 
gineer Webster is believed to have been 
accidental, when they fired a volley over 
the train. Over sixty men are now outon 
their trail. The robbersare described as 
being thoroughly familiar with their busi- 
ness. The time and place were judiciously 
selected, and had they stopped the train 
the evening previous, would have secured 
nearly $160,000. The leadér of the gang 
is suppdésed to be the noted desperado, 
John Price, ‘alias ‘‘Johnny Over the 
Fence.”’

To the 
question of the interviewer, ‘‘How did 
you begin?’’ the great artist replied: 

‘‘Going on in small parts. My first 
husband had a theater in Warsaw, and I 
began there. I worked hard for several 
years before I got a position. The way 
to it was full of obstacles, and it was 
not until 1868 that I made a hit. I had 
traveled, played and studied, when an 
accident gave mé a chance and [ went 
on in Warsaw and made a success in 
Adrienne Lecouvreur. I could not tell 
you how happy it made me, after years 
of struggle and many trials, to make my 
success in my own home. From tbat 
time the world grew brighter and the 
way easier. Everything I played after 
this was well received. In 1876 I de- 
termined to rest and travel through 
Europe. But this boy of mine said, 
‘Mother, if you are going on a journey, 
let us go to America and see the Centen- 
nial Exhibition. I consented, and we 
sailed for this country. We came to 
Philadelphia and spent several weeks 
séeing the sights and the new scenes 
that everywhere presented themselves 
to interest and amuse us. We met a 
number of friends and had a splendid 
time. After our visit East we went to 
California, and there got the patriotic 
idea of establishing a Polish colony in 
one of the “delightful spots in that 
State. So we left San Francisco, went 
down into the country near Santa Bar- 
bara [It was wear Anaheim.—Eb. 
Times. ] and bought a farm. We gath- 
ered a few friends about us, but soon 
found our idea of a Polish colony was 
oniy a sentimental one. The experi- 
ment was very costly, and then we were 
not a success as farmers. Everything 
we grew cost us twice as much as it 
would had we bought it, and after a few 
months of country life I got very tired 
of the corn and potatoes, the pigs and 


. the chickens, and went upto San Fran- 


cisco to see if I could, not get a chance 
to resume my profession in this coun-

ANOTHER TRAGEDY. 


by Frank Gomez. 


The Wounded Man Not Expected to Live— 
Capture of the Would-be Murderer— 
Statement from Both Parties. 


Last evening at about six o’clock an- 
other stabbing affray took place in this 
city, which will probably result fatally 
for the person attacked. The affair took 
place at the Childs Opera House, on Main 
street, and the parties concerned were 
Frank Gomez and Thomas Flynn, two 
workmen engaged on the building. It 
seems that Gomez, who was half drunk, 
became enraged at Flynn without much 
reason, and applied a vile epithet to him. 

FLYNN RESENTED 
by striking the fellow a severe blow over 
thegeye, nearly knocking him down, and 
Gomez immediately drew a dirk knife and 


‘| thrust it nearly its full length into the 


groin of Flynn, inflicting a fearful wound. 
He immediately left and ran down the 
street as fast as possible, and in the gath 
ering darkness no one was able, for the 
time being, to either follow or capture 
him. 

THE WOUNDED MAN. 
was removed to Hanna & Morgan’s drug 
store, near by, and Dr. K..D. Wise called, 
who dressed the wound. The poor feilow 
bled profusely and seemed to suffer severe- 
ly whenever moved, but finally, with the 
assistance of several men, was dressed 
and removed to a room, where he will be 
well taken care of, although -there is 
scarcely a chance that he will survive. 

THE POLICE OFFICE 


was notified of the occurrence soon after 
it happened, and officer Botello detailed 
He im- 
mediately went to the wounded man and 
from him learned the name and descrip- 
tion of his assailant, and, having some 
personal . knowledge of the man, start- 
ed out after him. Ashort distance from 
the Pico House, on Main street, he saw 
his man standing, with his back turned 
around and the knife in his hand. Step- 
ping cautiously behind him, he 


GRASPED HIM SUDDENLY 


and secured the fellow without trouble. 
The prisoner exclaimed, ‘‘Well, you’ve got 
me, have you ?’” but offered no resistance, 
land was taken to jail, where he was 
searched and his knife taken from him. 
It is a formidable weapon, and opens with 
aspring. A charge of attempt to murder 
was preferred against him, ‘and his exam- 
ination will probably take place before 
Justice Morgan to-day. 
THE WOUNDED MAN’S STATEMENT. 


The wounded man made the following 
statement to a Times reporter shortly 
after the occurrence of the stabbing: 

‘My name is Thomas Flynn; I was at 
work this evening in the Opera House, 
carrying bricks, when this man was com- 
ing down with a load of bricks, when he 
hallooed out to me, “Get out of the way 
there—hurry up;’’ I said, ‘-Don’t be ina 
hurry, now; wait a bit.’’ He replied, ‘‘Get 
out of the way, there, you —— 
said, ‘‘Don’t you call me thatagain.’’ He 


give him a blow in the face. 
HE DREW KNIFE 


about he stabbed me. I never knewhim 
before to-day; had had no previous trouble 
with him; don’t know whether he was 
drunk or not. 

The reporter then went to the jail and 
had a brief interview withGomez.

wheelbarrow along I hit this man on the 
foot, and he started up and struck me hard 
in face. When I got up he was coming to 
hit me again, and Idrew my knife and 
wentfor him. I don’t know him atall, 
and I don’t know whether he had been 
drinking. I had the knife in my pocket; 
have had it for about a month. Don’t 
know what he hit me with, and don’t re- 
member whether I called him any names. 
I HAVE LIVED HERE 

a little over two years. Live now on Bath 
street. My age is nineteen, and I came to 
this city from Mazatlan, Mexico. Have 
no parents here; my parents are in Mexico. 
My business is hod-carrying.’ 

Flynn is lying in a very critical condi- 
tion, and is not expected to live. Dr. Wise 
expresses the opinion that the femoral 
artery has been severed, but the condition 
of the man was such that he did not dare 
to probe the wound last night. The 
chances are that another murder will 
have to be added to the long and black 
list which has disgraced the county the 
present year, and the people will now be- 
gin in earnest to demand more vigorous 
measures With this class of criminals.
